GENEVA, Aug . 2 (I.N.S.)—Japan's 
deleg ates to the tri-partite naval dis­ 
armament conference are making a 
last minute effort to save the confer­ 
ence from complete failure. 


Viscount Admiral Saito and other 
Japanese deleg ates, called upon Hug h 
Gibson, chief American deleg ate, late 
laht nig ht and stressed the importance 
of not permitting the conference to ad­ 
journ on Thursday without some fruit. 


The Japanese HUg g est that an ag ree-; 
merit to prevent a race in armaments 
between now and 1931 will do much to 
save the situation. They sug g est that 
the British, American and Jupane.se 
deleg ates may be able to reach 
an 
ag reement concerning building pro­ 
g rams between now and 1931 when the 
Washing ton treaty will come up for 
renewal. 


The Japanese have sug g ested, what 
is tantamount to, a naval holiday for 
the next four years, with the United 
States 
bring ing 
its 
eig ht-inch 
g un 
cruisers 
up to 
a 
parity 
with 
the 
British. 
The American deleg ates called on 
the Japanese today and pointed out 
that since the building prog ram of the 
United States is in the hands of Con­ 
g ress, it is impossible for them to g ive 
a definite pledg e on such a prog ram. 
It is understood, however, that Hug h 
Gibson has consulted Washing ton 
011 
the matter. 
At noon the Hon. W. C. Bridg eman, 
chief British deleg ate, saw the Japa­ 
nese and received a report

If there appears to he any chance 
of an ag reement the plenary session 
may be postponed from Thursday, and 
it is admitted that any sort of an 
ag reement would be welcomed to save 
the conference from total failure.

1928. Policies adopted at Minneapolis 
will g uide the women drys of America 
and may have as much effect on the 
iutuie of prohibition in America as the 
policies adopted at the two previous 
Minnesota conventions had upon the 
politics and economics of 
the 
past 
forty years. 
The lXth amendment itself owes a 
larg e debt to the first Minneapolis con­ 
vention held in 18$ 6 and presided over 
by the immortal Frances Willard who 
then made one of her tirst public ap­ 
peals for constitutional 
prohibition. 
At t lia t time even 
temperance 
was 
looked on as radical, while prohibition 
by fundamental law in some q uarters 
was looked on as insanity. In the face 
of all this Fiances Willard was the 
first national woman leader to preach 
th<j idea that "prohibition is the best 
method of dealing with the liq uor traf­ 
fic,” a theory which the W. C. T. V. 
has adopted as a slog an for the com­ 
ing year. 
In addition to launching the cam­ 
paig n for prohibition by constitutional 
amendment, the earlier 
Minneapolis 
convention adopted the policy of pro­ 
mulg ating temperance 
education 
in 
the public schools, which many his­ 
torians and commentators have 
de­ 
clared is the g reatest work done by 
the VV. (’. T. i \ or any other woman’s 
org anization. 
The other Minnesota convention was 
that of ISOS at St. Paul, a few months
